The Court remitted to the Circuit Court for 
re-hearing a case in which Michael Carey, 
Grogan, Ballybrophy, had claimed compensa- 
tion for injury to his hand, suffered while

‘It was stated that after the injury Carey’s 
employers agreed to re-employ him and pay 
him a‘ nominal weekly sum, and that he was 
given work until 1931, when he was dis- 
charged.

JUDGE’S QUESTION 


Mr. Justice Johnston—The Representative 
Church Body cannot send a workman to do 
repairs; they must do it through the Select 
Vestry, and if that body, representing a 
whole, united parish, makes a request for 
funds for the purposes of the united parish, 
are the Representative Church Body to make 
enquiries as to what-part of the parish the 
money is to be paid? 

Mr. FitzGibbon—That would be a matter 
of somé practical difficulty, because the 
practice is that where you get a united parish 
the endowments of each parish are made 
available for the whole. 

It was the united vestry, continued Mr. 

FitzGibbon, that now ran the amalgamated 
parish, including Donadea, and, he submitted, 
so long as the income directly or indirectly 
kept the common parish going, it benefited 
Donadea. If it was conceivable that the 
sa could be devoted to some object which 
would benefit Clane only, then he would have 
to admit that that would not be a proper use 
oí the fund. 
. Mr. Leonard contended that the bequest 
inured for the benefit of the original parish 
of Don dea as it existed before its association 
for administrative purposes with Kilcock or 
Clane, and said that Donadea parish had con- 
tinued as a separate ecclesiastical entity from 
before disestablishment down to the present 
day. He did not argue that the income of 
the trust fund was applicable to purposes 
directly beneficial to the original parish ex- 
clusively. He admitted that during any 
period when the original parish was a con 
stituent parish of a union of parishes the in- 
come might be applied to any purpose which 
was beneficial directly or indirectly to the 
original parish as a constituent parish of the 
union. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that it seemed 
to him that there was really nothing between 
Mr. Leonard and Mr. FitzGibbon, and would 
it not be possible, he asked, to arrange a 
declaration with which he could agree, pro- 
thais. that this money should be used íor the 
united parish so long as Donadea continued 
in its present, position and reserve for the 
future the question of whether the money 
was intended for Donadea in the event of any 
change taking place in the present union of 
the parishes. 

Mr. Leonard said that he thought that: 
there would be no difficulty in agreeing to a 
formula dealing with the application of the 
income of the trust during the period of the 
union, but he saw no reason to postpone con- 
sideration of the question of what would 
happen if the union changed, because he could 
satisfy the court that this bequest was a gift 
to Donadea parish, and nothing else. There 
was no doubt that there was a gift for 
Donadea, and that the gift took effect, and 
the moment that Mr. FitzGibbon admitted 
that the bequest followed Donadea into any 
union into Avhich it might go, that was an 
end of the argument, because the only ques- 
tion then was did Miss Aylmer mean that 
this gift was a gift to the original parish or 
to the united parish, He suggested that the 
income might, during the union, be spent for 
any purpose directly or indirectly beneficial 
to Donadea as a constituent parish of such 
union, He would be eqnally satisfied if the 
Court said that the applicability of the income 
was not confined to purposes directly bene- 
ficial to Donadea sxclonively, but there was 
no reason why the Court should hold that 
the gift was not a gift to Donadea parish.

The Court dismissed with costs an appeal 
by Edward O'Neill, Ulverton road, Dalkey, 
County Dublin, from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Meredith in the High Court, in a suit 
in which Mr. O'Neill was plaintiff and the 
defendant was Frederick J. Lyons, rate col: 
lector of the City of Cork. 

The plaintiff’s claim originally was for a 
declaration that sixteen notices served by the 
rate collector on plaintiff's agent, William 
McCoy, under the provisions of the Local 
Government (Rates on Small Dwellings) Act, 

928, were void. e notices sought to 
restrain William McCoy from parting with 
£76, the amount of rents collected bé him 
in respect of small dwellings in Cork, the 
property of the O’Neill estate, so long as 
certain rates claimed by the Corporation as 
due on the dwellings, remained unpaid. 

When the case came before Mr. Justice 
Johnston in the High Court, in 1935, the 
Judge gave liberty to’: McCoy. who was then 
a party to the suit, to lodge the £76 in 
Court, and dismissed him from the suit. The 
gs thereupon confined his claim to one

HE trial of John Hogan (25), farmer, of 
+ Donaskeigh, Co. Tipperary, who pleads 

‘not guilty ” to a charge of murdering 
William Hanley (65), a farmer, also of 
Donaskeigh, entered on its third day of hear- 
ing vesterday. ‘i :

I saw the man in the 
room and could have him only I got the 
strike of the bar. I pulled semething cut 
of his hand.

1 think i felt a gun’ in 
the man’s hand, and when he fired a shot 
he said: ‘Put up your hands.’ I saia that 
surely it was John pe oe that was there, 
and he wanted to load the gun as he wanted 
everyone in the house to put up their hands.

If they get wet put them on 
trees, and dry them in a current of warm 


air, but not beside the fire. If the leather | 


is dark it is a good plan to give it a 
dressing of mutton fas while wet: first 
clean off all mud with a wet cloth, then 
apply the fat liberally.

drying will draw. the grease right through’ 
the }ather;*rendering it at once soft and 
waterproof.

armies of half the world from the incipient 
Red Republic. 

What worries me is the effect that this 
book must have in Russia. Mr. Wheatley’s 
works are certainly read there. A sketch- 
map, indeed, published with his books 
shows that there are very few countries 
into whose language his writings have not 
been translated. 

Now the author is a fervent admirer of 
Voroshilov, and I shudder to think of 
Stalin 's feelings when this eulogy of one 
of his marshals comes under his notice. 
If recent events in Russia are any guide, 
it will not be long before Voroshilov 
follows his comrade Tuchachersky into 
liquidation. Stalim does not seem to like 
rivals, whether they are his friends or 
not. 


&speranto’s Jubilee 


In 1887 Dr. Zamenhof published his 
book entitled ‘‘ Internationa] Language: 
Introduction and Ful] Text-book.”* On the 
title-page ot the book he called himself 
“Dr. Esperanto,” and, as his new 
language was referred to as “the 
Janguage of Esperanto,” it speedily 
achieved the inventor’s pseudonym for 
itself. 

This year groups in all countries have 
been celebrating the Golden Jubilee of 
Esperanto, and a great Universal Congress 
was held at Warsaw a few months ago to 
mark the event. The Jubilee has been 
officially recognised by many Governments, 
and the Government of Brazi) has issued 
a special postage stamp to mark the 
important place that Esperanto holds in 
the world. The stamp is printed in green, 
exhibiting a terrestrial globe with a girdle 
bearing the words, ‘‘Ora Jubileo de 
Esperanto.”’ 

The inventor of Esperanto, Dr. Lazarus 
Ludovic Zamenhof, was a Russian oculist. 
who was born in 1859 and died in 1917. 
In recognition of his work for inter. 
national peace and amity through his new 
language he was decorated by the Govern- 
ments of France and Spain.

When '“ Lost Horizon”’ was published 
three years ago it was at once recognised as

WITHDRAWAL CANARD 


It is learnt in Berlin in competent 
quarters that Herr von Ribbentrop will 
probably be present at Berchtesgaden, 
Herr Hitler’s Bavarian home, when the 
Duke of Windsor sees the Fuehrer, says 
Reuter. : 

Afterwards it is expected that he will 
‘return to London to resume his place as 
German represéntative on the Non-Inter 
vention Committee. 

Ramonrs current in Berlin about a pos- 
sible general exchange of German diplo 
matie posts, beginning with the with 
drawal of Herr von Ribbentrop from 
London, are dismissed as mythical. 

In authoritative circles it is stated that 
no such withdrawal is contemplated. 

It is pointed ont that Herr von Hassell. 
the German Ambassador in Fome, who 
has been talked of as the next Ambas- 
sador in London, is one of the builders of 
the Berlin-Rome axis, and that his 
departure from Italy could scareely be 
considered at present. 

As far as London is concerred, it is 
coriceded that time may bring its changes, 
but that any change may be ruled out for 
the present.

SEN TENCE of a month’s imprison- 

ment, made, said the Justice, 
“with a view to keeping her out of 
the State,” was passed on a Glasgow 
woman, who was summoned at Dun- 
dalk Court, before District Justice 
Goff, under the Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, 1935, with com- 
mitting an act of impropriety in a 
public place. - The woman was not 
present, and it was stated that the 
summons had been served. on her 
before she returned to Glasgow. 

The charge arose out of an incident at 
Blackrock (Dundalk) on Sunday, Ist 
August, .when the Blackrock Vigilance 
Committee, directed the attention of a 
Guard to a young man and woman who 
were embracitig in the public view, in the 
church grounds. —Last week the young 
man was summoned, and ordered by the 
Justice to contribute £2 to the funds of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society. 

Thomas Murphy, Blackrock, said that 
while walking with his wife on the evening 
of August Ist he was returning home 
through a public pass, and saw the pair 
lying on the ground embracing. He went 
to tell Father Connolly, C.C. 


AN EMBRACE 


Thomas Byrne and James Smith gave 
evidence that on getting a report they 
went to the place and saw the pair embrac- 
ing.. Smith said that they were waiting 
on a Guard who was to come to the scene, 
and they kept the pair in view. He passed 
them when going to look out for the Guard, 
and they were still there. While he was 


waiting on another pass the man and 
woman went by him, and the woman said: 
““Our business seems to be everybody’s 
business this evening.’’ He thought she 
was under the inftuence of drink. He 
knew she was in the habit of coming to 
Blackrock on holiday. 

Guard McManus said that while on duty 
in the village he got a report and went 
to the chapel grounds, where he met the 
pair who were pointed out to him by 
Smith and Byrne. He stopped them and 
told them he wanted their names, as there 
had béen a complaint of misconduct 
against them. They both said they had 
been lying on the grass, and there had 
been no misconduct except that they were 
kissing. He could not say that the woman | 
had any drink; the man seemed te have 
drink taken, but was not drunk. | 

Sergeant Duggan said that this woman 
came to Blaekrock year aíter year. 

Justice— What type of girl is she?—

He 
had succeeded in‘his desire to gain contro] 
of the Red Sea, thereby, to some extent 
at any rate, counteracting Britain’s 
effective supremacy over the Suez Canal. 
Then he turned his attention to the other 
end of the Mediterranean, and his eye 
fell upon Spain. All the world knows 
what has happened since. The Italians 


seem to be determined to assume control 


of the Mediterranean. They very nearly 
came to blows with the British less than 
two years ago, when, but for the skill of 
the Foreign: Office, nothing could have 
prevented war. 

Italy has been the mainstay of the 
insurgent cause in Spain. She has 
supported General Franco for no reasons 
of altruism, but in order to create in the 
Peninsula what would amount to a vassal 
State. British and French interests 
immediately were affected when the first 
Italian soldier set foot upon Spanish soil. 
The British very naturally took the view 
that an Italian occupation of Spanish 
territory, whether on the mainland or in 
the Balearic Islands, would constitute a 
serious threat to the safe maintenance of 
their sea-route to India and the Far 
Kast; while the French feared not only 
the possible cutting of their maritime 
communications with North Africa, on 
which they will be forced to depend very 
largely for reinforcements in the event of 
another war, but also the establishment 
of a hostile Power in their rear. If Italy 
should control the Spanish Peninsula, 
France would be placed in, dire straits. 
Hitherto, since the fall ef Spain as a 
great Power, the French General Staff 
has been able virtually to ig: ore her in 
time of v ; but with Signor Mussolini 
at the head of affairs in Madrid, she 
would be compelled to fortify and guard 
her Py:-neean frontier). thereby weaken. 
ing seriously her defences vis-a-vis the 
Germans. For these reasons, and not 
because they had any particular 
sympathy with the Spanish “ Reds,” the 
French have been exceedingly anxious 
regarding the progress of the fighting in 
Spain. On more than one occasion, par- 
ticularly when M. Léon Blum was 
Premier, the Paris Government was 
within an ace of taking steps which 
almost certainly would have led to war 
with the Italians, if not with Germany ; 
and it is no exaggeration to say that 
Britain’s restraining influence saved the 
situation repeatedly. ‘In spite of con- 
tinuous ‘provocation, His Majesty's 
Government has refused to take hasty 
action, and the world’s peace has been 
saved. Mr. Eden and his colleagues have 
done everything in their power to give 
effect to the policy of non-intervention 
in Spain. If that policy has failed, they 
are not at fault. 

One thing is fairly certain. If Britain 
had been armed adequately the history of 
the past two years would have been 
written very differently. Mr. Eden told 
the House of Commons that what had hap- 
pened had been a grim warning, not only 
to the present Government, but to any 
future Government in the United King- 
dom. The fact is, however, that Britain 
was not armed, and was thrown back very 
largely on diplomatic weapons to main- 
tain her prestige. What will happen in 


‘the future? As we think, British policy 


has been exceedingly clever. ‘Not only has 
it resulted in the consolidation of the 
Anglo-French ‘entente, which was in a 
pretty bad way some few years ago, but 
it has revived a strong ‘sympathy with 
British aims in the United States. Signor 
Mussolini has been put absolutely in the 
wrong, and the first to recognise that fact 
has been Herr Adolf Hitler, who, in spite 
of the fun and games of the Berlin visit 
some weeks ago, has been cutting his 
diplomatic’ losses in Spain with some 
agility.

portation of the more durable class of 
commodity-goods, which are usually 
described as “capital goods.” . These 
imports come, in the main, from con- 
tinental countries with which trade agree- 
ments have been made during the past five 
years. On the other—the political—side, 
the continuance of the so-called economic 
war between the Free State and Great 
Britain has encouraged the importation 
of large quantities of goods from every 
part of the world, irrespective of the 
amount of reciprocal trade which could 
be had from these countries. It was good 
to be able to say on politica] platforms 


to that extent was suffering damage; the 
growing export trade of Great Britain 
demolishes that argument at once. The 
country upon which the suffering is 
inflicted is the. Free State itself, a fact 
that may be confirmed by reference to the 
published trade figures issued this morn- 
ing. The adverse balance for the month 
of September. is: about 13 million pounds, 
and of this amount all but a small 
fraction can be traced to the inability, 
or the unwillingness, of countries other 
than Great Britain to take goods from the 
Free State to anything like the value of 
Free State purchases from them. Never 
before has it been só clearly and so un- 
mistakably demonstrated that the attempts 
of the Free State to damage British export 
trade have not only failed in their 
purpose, but that they have recoiled upon 
the Free State itself with redoubled force. 
As the situation exists to-day the adverse 
trade balance is once again within close 
call of the total exports: and this is a 
situation to which serious and immediate 
attention must be directed. Cargoes of 
goods may leave Free State ports for 
Great Britain with no more excitement 
than the noise made by a steamer’s siren. 
The dispatch of a few boxes of butter or 
a long-hundred of eggs to Kamchatka or 
Kalomo will be attended by a waving of 
banners and a series of more or less 
vacuous speeches.. What the trade figures 
prove beyond question is that those 
countries from which the Free State is 
so anxious to import goods, to the dctri 

ment of. British trade, have not the 
slightest desire to buy goods from the 
Free State.. They are willing enough to 
take the cash: they are singularly un. 
willing to buy goods. Surely the time has 
come when this fatuous policy must be 
dropped? The balance of international 
payments is not so very favourable to the 
Free State that it can continue in- 
definitely to bestow its economic patronage 
upon people who refuse to play the game 
as it should, and must, be played if it is 
to be equally profitable to all the players.

Proportionate Withdrawal . 


The British and French experts in the 
Non’ Intervention Committee set to work 
to-day on the plans which may have to be 
taken should the proposed compromise be 
reached. Mr. Hemming, the Secretary of 
the Committee, conferred with the British 
and French experts as to the composition 
and organisation of the Commissions of 
Inquiry, as well as to the arrangements 
necessary for the withdrawal! of volunteers. 
It is unlikely that the token withdrawal 
of these volunteers will exceed 2,000, but. 
even so, accommodation will have to he 
provided for their transport, and a de- 
cision reached as to where they shall he 
sent. It.is concluded that if at all possible 
they will be returned to their own 
countries. France originally suggested 
that a token withdrawal should be in pro- 
portion to the number of volunteers on 
either side, but she has agreed to the with- 
drawal of ‘equal numbers .t the present, 
and proportionate numbers later on, when 
the Commissions of Inquiry shall have 
been able to ascertain how manv 
volunteers there are. 


Russia's Attitude 


The attitude of Russia in connection 
with the Non Intervention Committee was 
the subject of speculation to-day, and it is 
wondered what steps M. Maisky will now 
take, as he has already stated that the 
Soviet might have reservations to make. 
The feeling on this point, however, is that 
once Europe gets together with a settled 
and definite policy Moscow will not count 
greatly, and that the Committee will be 
able to proceed with its work no matter 
whether M. Maisky agrees or not. It 
may be that there are a number. of 
Kussian volunteers in Spain on the 
Government side, but nebody really knows 
whether this is the case. If 
Russians they will have to leave Spain 
in due course with other foreign volun- 
teers. 


Italy Still Amenable 


Italy provided another surprise to-day 
when it was announced that its Covern- 
ment had decided to take part in the 
Nine Power Conference, to take place in 
Brussels, to discuss the China .iapan 
dispute, for it had been stated that Italy 
refused to take part in the gathering, 
as the invitation had heen sent out by the 
League of Nations. This Conference now 
nromises to be of the zreatest importance, 
inasmuch as the United States and Italy 
will be represented and its influence thus 
considerably extended. Japan has been 
invited to attend the Conference, but it 
is foubtful whether she will accept, as 
it is stated in Tokyo that it is the feeling 
of the military party that Japan must 
win a decisive victory at Shanghai before 
entering into negotiations for peace. The 
invitation and its accompanying agenda 
is to be studied before the Japanese 
Government reply. 


Blessings for Signor Mussolini 


On the London Stock Exchange to-day 
Signor Mussolini, contrary to custum, was 
receiving blessings from the stockbrokers, 
as owing te his change of front regarding 
Spain, the markets opened buoyantly.

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TWO UNDECLARED WARS

In the course oí his statement Mr. Eden 
said that in South Western Europe and the 
Far East two undeclared wars were raging, 
Jn the Mediterranean they had been con- 
fronted with a new phenomenon, and 
British shipping had suffered from acts 
of piracy. That was a situation which 
could not be allowed to continue. and the 
ouly possible safeguard was the use of 
suc: overwhelming strength as would 
effectively deter the pirate. It was always 
dangerous to offer any prophecy in present 
world conditions, but it was at least true 
that trom the time of the assembly of the 
Nvon Conference until, to-day acts of 
piracy against shipping in the Mediter- 
ranean had ceased, . 

With regard to the general inter- 
national situation. it presented a less 
satisfactory picture ; but, despite previous 
disappointments, the French and British 
Governments decided to make one more 
effort to refloat the Non intervention Com- 
mittee, which had been virtually water- 
lozged for two mouths. 

At the conclusion of the meeting on 
Tuesday last, he saw no alternative .but 
to report failure, but the situation was 
suddenly changed by a welcome advance 
from Italy. Both Germany and _ Italy 
had substantially modified their previous 
attitude towards non intervention. He 
would be the last to indulge in exaugerated 
optimism. There were still serious 
problems ahead, but there was now a real 
chance of solving them. The next few 
weeks would show whether it was possible 
to profit by the chance. 

BRITISH INTERESTS 

The Government had cecided to concen- 
trate on what they could possibly do to 
localise the conflict in Spain, and they 
would also have t» watch closeiy British 
luterests. There would be) indifference 
Where it was clear chat vital British 
interests were being threatened. It was 
foreign intervention which had frustrated 
efforts at international appeasement. It 
would be futile to deny that until this 
cloud was dispersed real progress would 
not be possible. 

If the Spanish question ceased to be, in 
all its strategic and political problems, 
the nerve centre of international politics, 
then it would be possible to restore the 
traditional amity which governed the re- 
lations ef the Mediterranean Powers in 
the past. The Government welcomed the 
‘hree-Power Conference, which was to 
eet on October 30 


THE FAR EAST 

In the opinion of the Government, a 
meeting of the Powers principally con- 
cerned offered the best hope of finding a 
means of ending the conflict in the Far 
Mast. The French Foreign Secretary would 
limself attend, and the Italians were 
sending a delegation, whilst the United 
States were being represented by their 
Ambassador at Brussels, 

It would be unwise to say what 
would be included, or excluded, at 
the Brussels Conference in  ad- 
vance of the meeting, but the para- 
mount desire of everybody must be to see 
an end to the slaughter, suffering and the 
misery witnessed in China to-day. If the 
Conference could achieve this, it would 
render the greatest possible service. [f it 
failed, they would have to enter upon new 
considerations, but the British Govern- 
ment would enter the Conference with the 
determination to do everything in their 
power to assure its succesn, 

Dealing with the international situation 
in general, Mr. Eden said that he had con- 
stantly in mind, in these anxious days, 
the phrase which was used by Sir Thomas 
Inskip when speaking of the years that 
the locusts had eaten. “ It is impossible,” 
he said, “for our foreign policy to be 
other than closely related to the condi- 
tion of our armaments. 
experience of those years should be a gri 
warning to us, and, more im a 
grave warning to any future Govern 
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of the League of Nations and the ideals 
of the rule of law. Now it appeared that 
the only thing which affected His 
Majesty’s Government was the interest of 
British imperialism. Speaking of the 
eleventh-hour proposals put forward by 
Italy, he said that they must be scanned 
very closely. They had to consider 
what was behind them. If Mus- 
solini was prepared to participate 
in genuine non-intervention, no one would 
be more pleased than the Labour Party. 
Preceeding, Mr. Attlee said that he was 
utterly o to the’ Government’s 
foreign icy, which neglected. the . true 
way of preserving the British Empire. The 
only way was by preserving the peace of 
the world through the League of Nations. 
Every step taken by the Government only 
encouraged aggression. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (Liberal) said 
that there had been a serious deterioration 
in the international] situation since the 
House last met. One might admire the 
adroit diplomacy of the Foreign Secretary, 
and he welcomed the holding of the Nyon 
Conference, but in other directions the 
Government was drifting, and the Spanish 
situation was going from bad to worse. 
A greater cause was at sta! : in Spain and 
the Far East than mere national interests. 
It was, as the President of the United 
States had pointed out, an issue which 
went to the very roots of international law, . 
the sanctity of treaties, and our hopes of 
establishing a permanent peace in the 
world.

GOVERNMENT CALLED 
POLITICAL DRONES

HE adjournment of the Northern 

House of Commons until the 

9th. November was moyed yesterday 

by Captain H. Dixon, Chief Govern- 
ment Whip. 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind: U.) said 
that he wanted to protest against this 
proposal being made at a time when 
there were thousands starving in 
Northern Ireland. It was a de- 
liberate attempt to prevent members 
raising their voices in protest 
against this state of affairs. 


A DICTATORSHIP 


The action proposed was preposterous, 
in view of the fact that they had only been 
sitting a few weeks. 

The Government, he added, were the 
greatest political drones in existence. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) asked was there 
any closer approach to dictatorship than 
this suggestion that they should now ad- 
journ. If this was a democratic Govern- 
ment why did they absent themselves 
from Parliament for nearly nine months 
in the year, and allow the civil servants 
to dictate to them? Some day they would 
be told by the officials they were not 
wanted at all. He was not surprised that 
the Government’s own friends were now 
condemning them for their inactivity. 


STARVING PEOPLE 


Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), 
expressed his dissatisfaction at the com- 
placency with which the Government were 
now adjourning. He remarked that the 
Government did not seem to realise the 
condition of affairs in Northern Ireland 
at present. It did not. seem to concern 
them that there were between sixty and 
seventy thousand people starving in their 
midst. This was looked upon almost as the 
rontine state of things. 

““We have,” he added, “a percentage 
of unemployed, which is twice the per- 
centage of every other area of importance 
in the United Kingdom. This cloud of 
unemployment has been hanging over this 
province, heavy and frowning, for the past 
sixteen years, and no one can say that he 
sees the least blink of a blue sky appear- 
ing.”’ 


NO PARADISE 


In Northern Ireland they were outside 
the ‘‘gulf stream’’ of immense public 
wealth that was being poured into the dis- 
tressed areas in England. There were no 
new industries in Northern Ireland, and, 
despite unemployment, the Government 
were ‘‘strutting about like peacocks, as 
if this was a paradise.’’ The man in the 
street knew it was no paradise. He knew 
there was a vast amount of distress and 
poverty. The Government would not face 
stark, stern reality, and no serious effort 
was being made to grapple with the situa- 
sion. 

Mr. W. J. Nixon (Independent U.) said, 
now that the Government had brought in 
a bill to raise the salary of one man (the 
County Court Judge of Tyrone), and 
another to give £200.000 more to a con- 
tractor, they had done all that they 
wanted to and could now adjourn. Perhaps 
they thought themselves justified in doing 
so, but in view of the fact that they had 
the highest percentage of unemployed in 
Britain—22.2 per cent. being idle com- 
pared with 10.2 in Britain—he thought the 
House should remain open to see if the 
Government could find a remedy for this 
state of affairs. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. J. M. Andrews (Minister of 
Finance)—Our legislative programme is 
finished, and we could only remain open 
to carry on debates. It would ‘be, indeed, 
undignified to turn this Parliament into 
a debating society. Words could not, and 
would not, cure the unemployment 
problem. Unemployment is beyond the 
reach of this Parliament to dea] with, 
because many of the causes are inter- 
national. The war between China and 
Japan has caused a regrettable setback to 
the linen trade in this area, but we cannot 
control this. We want to do what we can 
for the unemployed, but words alone can- 
not solve the problem. 

Mr. Nixon—Hear, hear; I am glad to 
hear that. 

Mr. Andrews—I am glad also to hear 
the member say “ Hear, hear,” but I 
certainly would not like to see this House 
tarned into a debating sceiefiy. 

Mr. Henjerson—Would vou not turn it 
into a hospital for tuberculosis children?

It is the unexpected 
turn in the negotiations to secure the with- 
drawal of foreign combatants that has 
made Spain, rather than the Far East, 
the immediate centre of public interest. 
Moreover, the advance made towards 
agreement has justified the patience with 
which, in spite of every discouragement, 
the Government have clung to the hope 
of insulating the Spanish conflict, and 
has taken the sting out of the Opposition 
charge that the Government had allowed 
non-intervention to become a one-sided 
farce. 

As for the Far East, simce the debate 
was planned the Government have suc- 
ceeded in arranging, with American co- 
operation, for a conference of the nine 
Powers signatory to the Washington 
Treaty. The object of this conference, 
which is to meet at Brussels on October 
50, is to promote peace by mediation, a 
purpose which cannot be promoted by 
violent attacks upon Japan or by clamours 
for an economic boycott. Thus, all the 
circumstances of the debates were unpro- 
pitious for a smashing onslaught upon 
Government policy. 

Mr. Eden drew, as he had drawn in 
another recent speech, adds The Times, a 
sharp distinotion between non-intervention 
and indifference. There would be no in- 
difference, he assured the House, where 
vital British interests were threatened. 
The restraint which had marked Mr. 
Eden’s speech was not altogether observed 
by Mr. Attlee and the other Opposition 
speakers. They seized upon the success of 
the Nyon Conference as proof that any 
results could be achieved when Great 
Britain took a firm stand in conjunction 
with other Powers. They deplored that 
this firmness was shown only when British 
shipping or some other concrete British 
interest was concerned, and not employed 
to defend the principles of the Leacue of 
Nations and the doctrine of collective 
security. The distinction which he had 
drawn between non-intervention in «the 
internal affairs of Spain and in- 
difference to vital British interests 
was twisted to imply a cynical disregard 
for international morality. They felt 
compelled to express the hope that Count 
Grandi’s proposals might result in real 
progress, but they were full of douvts and 
suspicions. In the Far East they wanted 
pressure, not mediation, and generally 
: they wanted the Government to maintam 
. peace by risking war all over the world. 
Lord Halifax, who was stating the 
Government case at the same moment with 
great distinction in the House of Lords, 
had some wise and conciliatory words to 
say on the heavy responsibility which lay 
on those who were directing the foreign 

icy of this country, and thé Prime 
finister finally disposed of the Opposi- 
tion argument that this foreign policy 
was either non-existent or unintelligible 
just because the Foreign Secretary was 
not porpetually. reiterating -his Jove of 
peace and his belief in the League of

DISPOSAL OF TURKEYS. 
heer” on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
T'imea, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
An experienced turkey producer known to us 
always begins to dispose of birds at the 
opening of the season, and continues, by 
rotation, to despatch small lots as they 
are fit. This producer says that in this: 
way there is nu danger of heavy losses 
Should a slump set in at Christmas; by 
that time all except the late hatched or 
backward birds will have been marketed. 
In cases where rearers may have a pre- 
judice against this piecemeal method 
and may desire to retain all the birds, in 
order to make one job of it and keep 
the money together, it is strongly recom- 
mended that they should at least 
separate the bigger from the smaller 
birds. Certainly this will have to be 
done if the latter are to have a fair deal. 
As often as not they are backward 
because ot their timid nature when run- 
ning with the more masterly birds, 
especially as in such circumstances they 
are usually victimised at the feeding 
troughs. Separate housing of some sort, 
even if it is only to partition off part of 
the turkey house, ought to be arranged. 
In this way they will at least be allowed 
to feed without molestation from the 
sturdier or
